Dear Editor: 

I have been enjoying your articles on Sound 
Systems. In my earlier days of connecting odd 
pieces of equipment together and driving one 
amplifier with another I found they must be 
isolated from each other. Thus if you are con- 
necting the output of one to the input of 
another you must be sure there is a carbon 
resistor of 200,000 ohms (approx.) construc- 
ted into one of the amplifiers or into the line 
connecting the two. This also applies when 
connecting a monitor amplifier to the phone 
arm or to the input. The operation of one 
amplifier effects the operation volume of the 
second, also humming might be present. To 
test the polarity of the speakers I use a 1% volt 
flashlight cell. When the prongs are touched 
with two pieces of wire the speaker should 
move in or out 1/16” and all speakers should 
move in the same direction if similarly connect- 
ed. I also find that in setting up in long halls 
it is best to set up halfway down a long wall 
and parallel to overhead obstructions. Setting 
up outside (for street dances) I usually assume 
carrying twice the wattage I would for an in- 
side dance.

HONOLULU, HAWAII 
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The Miners Dance Part 1 


I WE WANTED TO bDO a structural outline of 
the development of the Frontier Dance, it 
would look like this: 


1598-1841: Sprouting and budding. 

1841-1890; Blossoming and bearing fruit. 

1890-1910: Going to seed. 

1910-1930: Going to hell, a dying dance. 

1930-1955: New blossoming, hybrids, at 
its peak, 

1955-NOW: The modern strain, going... 
where? 


The full story of the Frontier Dance can 
merely be touched in these brief essays, and 
1 am acutely aware of how much I am leay- 
ing untold. 

1841-1890 was the Golden Age of the Fron- 
tier Dance. All that was really exciting and in- 
teresting happened in that time — rounds, 
couple dances, quadrilles, the development of 
the wild squares. Interesting influences came 
in with European immigrants, and more in- 
fluences and variations came in from New 
England and the mid-Atlantic states. After 
the Civil War very important things would 
come up from Texas and New Mexico, and 
would continue to come from the Midwest. 
Mining and cattle barons would introduce 
new “high sassity” dances from English and 
New York ballrooms, and western America 
would enjoy dancing such as has not been 
seen since, except for a few 20th century peo- 
ple such as Pappy Shaw and Herb Gregger- 
son. 

A whole long book could be written about 
this period, tracing all the influences, borrow- 
ings, graftings, changes, inventions, variations, 
and brainstorms. During this period several 
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strains of the Frontier Dance developed si- 
multaneously, always overlapping and_bor- 
rowing from each other, and yet each in some 
ways being entirely itself. Such a strain (and 
sometimes, a non-strain) was the dance of the 
miners. 

The great panic of 1857 reduced much of 
the U.S. to near despair. Frightened, restless, 
desperate people hoped for any sort of miracle 
that would put food on their tables, money in 
their purses, and bring them some measure of 
economic security. In the several little settle- 
ments which would soon become Denver, 
there were less than a hundred people (some 
half dozen of whom were women) in the sum- 
mer of 1858. That summer a few dollars 
worth of gold flakes and dust were painstak- 
ingly panned from some of the tributaries of 
the South Platte River. Word filtered back to 
Missouri, set fire to the marsh gas of econom- 
ic depression and caused the whole Missouri 
Valley to explode, launching into the skies 
that greatest of all hot air frontier balloons, 
the Pikes Peak Gold Rush! 

Of the 150,000 people said to have set 
forth for the Pikes Peak gold fields in 1859, 
perhaps two thirds completed their journey, 
the others turning back defeated by distance 
or else by the cries of “Hoax!” and “Hum- 
bug!” from those who had already discovered 
that Pikes Peak really wasn’t made out of sol- 
id gold. But that 100,000 arrived, and more 
after them, coming from all over the U.S. Be- 
sides bringing desperation, hope, and fantastic 
greed, they also brought dances from every 
state in the Union. New settlements sprang 
up along the Platte. A few daring farmers 


broke the soil and found that the Great Amer- 
ican Desert really would grow crops. Jackson 
and Gregory and others did find gold, and 
Horace Greeley himself came out to investi- 
gate, going back east to spread the word that 
there really was gold as well as a rich agri- 
cultural potential. 

And the gold definitely was there, if not in 
the quantities mentioned in tall tales. In 1859 
Jackson found gold at Idaho Springs, Gregory 
at Black Hawk, the Boulder party at Gold Hill 
— all within 50 miles of what was to become 
Denver. In the following years rich strikes 
were made in many other parts of Colorado, 
in Utah, in Idaho, Montana, Nevada and the 
Black Hills. Gold and silver meant people and 
towns, railroads and commerce and farms, 
ranching and gardening. 

Thus, the Pikes Peak Gold Rush — born 
largely of myths, found largely to be untrue 
by most of the gold-seekers, and never in all 
the years since nearly as productive as we ro- 
mantically like to think it was — caused two 
strains of the Frontier Dance to blossom. One

of them (the dance of the Miners) never really 
amounted to much because it was very soon 
swallowed and engulfed by the other strain 
which was to become the dominant one until 
1930. Whatever was later grafted onto it, out 
of Texas or New Mexico or the eastern U.S., 
the Frontier Dance—and the American Square 
Dance—would always be chiefly the dance of 
the clodhopper, the sodbuster, the farmer. The 
reasons for this will be detailed in later chap- 
ters dealing with the Clodhopper Dance. 
Nobody gave a hang about dancing during 
the earliest days of the Gold Rush. The early 
frontier camps, as had been those in Califor- 
nia, were rough, primitive, and without wom- 
en. Gold was all that mattered, and no one 
who had spent 14 or 16 hours a day working a 
Long Tom, a Rocker, a gold pan or a pick had 
any energy or strength left for anything more 
difficult than stumbling to his bed. A lot of 
miners, of course, spent an additional few 
hours in one of the many saloons, which made 
dancing even more impossible.

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ye DO WE MEAN WHEN WE SAy Sashay? 
Quite frequently we refer to a Chassé or 
a sliding movement similar to the series of 
side, together, side, steps that one would as- 
sociate with a Virginia Reel. 

In traditional dances a favorite figure for 
many was “Sashay partners halfway around — 
Resashay — go all the way around”. 

Under rather sedate conditions a couple 
standing side by side would do the movement 
by using a series of side, close, steps, the man 
moving to the right behind the lady, the lady 
to her left in front of the man. They would 
move three of these series of side steps, stop 
and then reverse, the man moving to his left 
and the lady to her right. Then, in a circular 
motion the man would move to his right in 
front of the lady and around behind her and 
back to place in eight steps while the lady si- 
multaneously moved to her left behind the 
man, then to her right in front of the man re- 
turning to place. In all of this the couple 
would continue to face the center of the 
square, 

In Colorado and one or two other locales the 
sashay steps would move vigorously across the 
floor covering considerable distance, with the 
dancers sometimes making a kick and a hand 
contact with people they meet as they reach 
each corner. 

In contemporary square dancing the sliding 
chassé gave way to a rolling motion which be- 
came known as a Rollaway with a Half Sashay. 
The lady would simply make a left hand roll- 
ing turn in front of the man in four steps to 
move from his right side to his left. During 
this time the man, while facing the center of 
the square, would do a side, close, side, to 
move into the lady’s spot. And so today when- 
ever a Sashay is called this rolling turn inevit- 
ably shows up. 

There are instances when a roll is awkward 
and sometimes leaves dancers out of position at 
the end of the maneuver. A good example of 
this comes from an allemande thar type of 
star. If told to Sashay, putting the ladies to 
the center and the men to the outside, unless 
directed differently by the call the dancers 
would do a nose-to-nose Sashay with no turn 
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and no roll, They would simply move across 
in front of each other, the man in one direc- 
tion, the lady in the other, until positions had 
been changed. 

You will find this nose-to-nose Sashay com- 
ing up under other circumstances. For in- 
stance, from an ocean wave the nose-to-nose 
Sashay is an effective way of changing partner 
positions without basically changing the facing 
formations of the wave itself. 

DRILL MATERIAL: Try this one from a 
square. Everyone turn your partner with the 
left forearm halfway around until the men are 
in the center in a right hand thar star. Now 
without a roll, dancers are simply going to slide 
across in front of each other until the men, 
moving to their left, reach the outside and the 
ladies, moving to their left, reach the center 
where they make a left hand star. Practice the 
same thing from a simple two couple ocean 
wave. Be sure to avoid any turning or rolling 
during the drill. |

Take A Good Look 


at Square Dance Names and emphasize Swap Around. 


JOE: No one has asked us for our two 
cents worth but Barbara and I both agree that 
if anyone were taking a poll of dancers re- 
garding the names of square dance movements 
a number of people might be surprised. 

BARBARA: We don’t like quite a few of 


them. 


JOE: That's right. We think that there have 
been some good potential square dance basics 
in recent years that have been killed because 
of the poor choice of names their “creators” 
have given them. Barbara, why don't you 
suggest some of our pet peeves. 

BARBARA: Delighted. First of all there’s 
Fruit Loop, Blast the Square, Bat the Breeze, 


Pop the Whip, Churn the Butter and Zip 
Code. 


JOE: See, that’s what we mean. They don’t 
tell you a thing and my inclination when I’m 
in the middle of a dance pattern that’s rolling 
along is to simply laugh when the caller says 
something like Peel the Banana. 

BARBARA: Thank goodness all movements 
aren't like that and I think a great majority 
that have stayed around in recent years have 
had a good descriptive name, something that 
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reminds you immediately of what youre sup- 
posed to do. 

JOE: Trade is a good example. It tells two 
people that they're to exchange places with 
each other. Circulate is another, for you ac- 
tually circulate or move around from one pos- 
ition to the next. 

BARBARA: Swing thru is one that I like 
because you are swinging first by one hand 
and then the other as you move across an 
Ocean Wave. 

JOE: Let’s take the call Swap Around that 
we used to do about five or six years ago and 
is being used by several callers in our area at 
the present time. To me the words Swap 
Around tell me that I'm going to exchange 
places, positions, facing directions, partners 
and actually that’s what happens. 

BARBARA: You start with two facing cou- 
ples (A). As the movement starts the two la- 
dies move directly forward and at the same 
time the two men move to their right and turn 
around 180° (B). The end result is two couples 
facing out (C), and(D). 

JOE: Each dancer has changed partners, 
position and facing directions. This is Swap 
Around and it certainly lives up to its name.

Local Square Dance Publicity 


ERE IS A COMPOSITE of the weekly square 
dance column published in the local 
newspaper of Watertown, South Dakota. Wat- 
ertown has a population of some 16,00 persons 
and has one daily newspaper. 

Each Tuesday, under the special heading, 
SQUARE DANCERS, the paper runs the 
stories of different clubs around the area. It is 
the responsibility of the individual clubs to get 
their news into the paper and some send copy 
from as far away as 60 miles. During the past 
year the paper has put small headings over 
each column listing the name of the club, the 
town in which it meets and the current club 
president. 

Square dancers appreciate news of their ac- 
tivity; non-dancers may have their first ac- 
quaintance with the hobby thru this news 
media, and the Circulation Department of the 
paper considers the column an aid to sell- 
ing papers in the surrounding towns, particu- 
larly when stories about these areas appear in 
print. 

Square dancers from other small towns with 
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local newspapers, take heart! Get the clubs 
in your area organized; contact your local daily 
and spread the square dance word.

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Procedure 
Book for 
the beginner s class 


OHN AND LORRAINE MELROSE, members of 
J the Rip-Snorters of Walnut Creek, Califor- 
nia, are past chairmen of the club’s Beginner 
Class. Following their stint of duty, they de- 
cided to compile a booklet with information 
relating to putting together a Beginners’ Class. 
The results are impressive: An analyzed, de- 
tailed report which any new couple taking 
over the responsibility of class chairmanship 
could easily follow. 

A look at this Procedure Book is given here 
in some depth, although of necessity in an ab- 
breviated form. Clubs interested in sponsoring 
a Beginners’ Class may need to adjust certain 
portions of it to fit their own individual cir- 
cumstances, but at least all phases of such a 
venture are touched upon. 

1. Pre-Class Calendar 

Spring: Appoint Beginners’ Class chairmen; 
appoint a club committee (at least one couple 
should be members knowledgeable in club his- 
tory, traditions, etc.). Start planning advertis- 
ing, solicitation of class members, ete. An- 
nounce plans to club members on dance nights, 
through club paper, at board meetings. Ar- 
range for school for class nights. 

Summer: Get started on class publicity. Start 
club contest to encourage members to bring 
in prospective dancers. Contact suggested 
names by phone and/or flyer. Submit articles 
to newspapers. 

2. Class Calendar 

(An outline of the nine months of class, in- 
cluding dates of special parties, hoedowns, 
when to distribute sample copies of square 
dance magazines, etc. was listed by each 
month. ) 

3. Responsibility of Class Chairmen 
Budget — work with the club board. 
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Make monthly reports to club board; write 
monthly column for club paper. 

Be liaison between Beginners’ Class and 
club. 

Print list of class members and distribute to 
club president and club newspaper. 

Arrange for club members to accompany 
class members to Beginners’ and Newer Danc- 
ers Hoedowns. 

Help arrange Class Hoedown in February. 

Help class elect two representatives to at- 
tend March club board meeting. 

Plan graduation with class. 

Assist caller in appropriate manner. 

4. Responsibilities of Club 

Serve as sponsor for class and assist how- 
ever necessary. 

Have members on hand the first night to 
greet, dancers and furnish refreshments. 

Assign members to help with class on sched- 
wld nights. 

Help attract members to class. 

Mix with beginners and make them feel 
welcome. 

5. Publicity 

(Samples of all types of publicity were in- 
cluded in the Procedure Book: ) Flyers, mimeo- 
graphed letters sent to prospective members, 
SIOASDS pamphlets answering basic ques- 
tions of non-dancers (these were given to all 
prospects), a mimeographed letter sent to club 
members in mid-summer reminding them about 
the new class and rules for a club contest to 
encourage members to enroll beginners. 

(The name, address and phone number of 
all local newspapers and radio stations, along 
with information about how to write up stories 
was listed:) Double-space all material. Start 
seven double-spaces from top of the paper. If 
you use two pages, write MORE on bottom of 
first sheet and —2— in upper right-hand cor- 
ner of second sheet. Put your name on second 
sheet. Use wide margins. Make all copies orig- 
inals; newspapers tend to discard carbon 
copies. Send copy at least one week in ad- 
vance of desired publication, for dailies. 

6. Getting Class Members 

Sources: Club members, newspaper ac- 
counts, posters, radio announcements, local 
square dance magazine ads, flyers, information 
to recreation department, greeter groups such 
as Welcome Wagon. 

The first and second sources listed have the 
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greatest drawing power; posters gain the weak- 
est response. 
7. Each Class Night 

Be at the school on time. 

Make coffee; have change for coffee kitty; 
put out sign about refreshments; set up chairs, 
ash trays, etc. At the end of the evening ask 
class members to help take down chairs, etc. 
Collect fees; mark attendance sheet; distribute 
class badges. Greet people; encourage club 
members to mix with class; have suggestion 
box with slips of paper and pencils available 
for class members to use; inform caller of any 
birthdays or anniversaries; set up A-V Board. 
(It was found that an audio-visual board with 
items of interest to all served a good purpose. ) 

After each class night check roll sheet and 
within a day or two contact any absentees. 
This personal contact often saves a potential 
drop-out. After 3 consecutive absences, notify 
couples they may be dropped as it is not fair 
to rest of the class. 

At the halfway intermission on each class 
night, the Club Chairman makes announce- 
ments. This is an opportunity to make new 
dancers feel welcome, answer questions or 
cover any of the following topics: History of 
Square Dancing, Levels of Square Dancing, 
Pappy Shaw, Northern California Square Dan- 
cers Association, How the Rip-Snorters’ club 
operates, How other clubs operate, Procedure 
of local hoedowns or possibly present a Fash- 
ion Show in place of a talk. 

8. Miscellaneous 

Procure Basic Movements Booklets and dis- 
tribute to class the end of October. 

Procure sample copies of Square Dance — 
Where? and Square Dancing (formerly called 
Sets in Order) and distribute in November. 

Put on a Fashion Show with club members. 
Model purchased and hand-sewn outfits, work- 
shop, club and party outfits, men’s and ladies’ 
wear, petticoats, accessories, etc. Use a dis- 
play board for patterns and ads. 

Plan a potluck with class approval; possibly 
have a joint one with club. If so, mix club and 
class members. For example, use two colors 
of napkins — one for class members and one 
for club members. Place two of one color, then 
two of the other. This permits couple seating 
but club and class intermixing. 

Plan a party night if the class wishes. 

Plan the Christmas party. 
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Brief club members on how to assist at class- 
es: Be good examples; beginners are watching 
and learning. It is a time of service, not jus. 
for your own pleasure. Do not push, shove, 
pull, etc. Let the caller do the teaching. 

Keep an address list. 

Make a list of birthdays and anniversaries. 

Keep samples of printed materia] for next 


icin 9. Badges 

As Jong as the class is “open”, arrange for 
temporary badges. Adhesive-backed ones are 
not satisfactory as they come off too easily. De- 
vise ones with pins. When class is organized 
make badges with Dymo maker. 

Distribute and collect badges each evening. 

Once the class begins to attend hoedowns, 
distribute badges permanently to class mem- 
bers. Collect a deposit of 75¢ per couple or 
35¢ per single. At the end of the year, the de- 
posit is either refunded or applied toward the 
club badge if the individual is extended an in- 
vitation to join the club. 

10. Class-Sponsored Hoedown 

If the class wishes to sponsor a hoedown, 
arrange for location. Have two club couples 
for advisors and liaison. Plan for food, caller, 
ads and flyers. Consider decorations and door 
prizes. Make out a work sheet for the evening: 
coffee, refreshments, hosts, clean-up, etc. 

Expenses are to come out of the proceeds of 
the dance. These include caller’s fee, any- 
thing pertaining to refreshments which are not 
donated, decorations, flyers, etc. Keep an item- 
ized account. Any profits from the dance are 
turned into the club treasury and held in a sep- 
arate account to be used by the class at grad- 
uation or some special party. 

11. Class Equipment 

On hand are Dymo labeler, Rip-Snorters’ 

stamp, badges, badge holder and display 


board. 12. Graduation 

A formal ceremony is held at the club on a 
club night. See the previous chairman for the 
ceremony used. Plan for refreshments, gradu- 
ation invitations and membership invitations. 
Invite NCSDA officers. 

An informal ceremony is held at the class on 
a class night. Plan type of ceremony, refresh- 
ments and guest list. 

13. Directions of Duplicator

There's never a dull minute 


ROUND DANCER magazine is now in tts 
14th year and enjoys a circulation of 2,700. 
The capable and hard working publishers and 
editors, Bud and Lil Knowland, do an excellent 
job of coordinating and reporting news of the 
round dance world, giving recognition to lead- 
ers from all areas in the activity, and keeping 
readers abreast of the latest in choreography. 
Recently we had a chat with Bud and Lil 
about their “baby” and thought our readers 
would be interested in learning a little of the 
background, etc. of the magazine. 


§.1.0.: Let’s go way back to the beginning— 
what germ of an idea was responsible for your 
entry into the field of journalism? 


Knowlands: It all started with a short con- 
versation between the two of us. The time was 
August, 1957. One day Bud asked, “What do 
you think of starting a little news sheet for 
our kidz?” To which Lil replied, “Great idea! 
Then all four groups will know what’s being 
danced!” 

At the time we had four dance groups— 
three strictly round dancing, basic, intermedi- 
ate and advanced. The fourth was a combina- 
tion square and round dance group called 
“20-5-20.” This consisted of 20 minutes of fun 
round dancing, 5 minutes rest, and 20 minutes 
of fun square dancing throughout the evening 
with no teaching, 


S.1.0.: How long before the first issue was off 
the press? 


Knowlands: The first ROUND DANCER mag- 
azine (named immediately and never 
changed) was put out in September of 1957. 
Lil had a portable typewriter (with Pica 
type!) and Bud traded a car cooler for a #76 
A. B. Dick Mimeo (a real antique). Friends 
looked around for giveaways or good buys on 
paper—any kind that could be used. The rest 
of the equipment consisted of a small hand 
paper cutter, a couple of spindles rescued from 
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with publishing a

the junk, a hand operated punch and a small 
desk stapler. It was hard to get supplies for 
the mimeo—especially since we didn’t know 
what to ask for. Neither had had a typing 
course and knew nothing about mimeo work. 
Now Bud is a speedy “two-finger” typist and 
Lil got out the chart that came with the type- 
writer and proceeded to learn touch typing. 
Cutting those first stencils was quite a chore. 


S.1.0.: So now the first issue was completed— 
how did you arrange for the distribution? 


Knowlands: It was decided from the first to 
release the magazine the middle of the month, 
when everyone had read their “first-of-the- 
month” magazines. About 75 of this first issue 
was run off and sold for 10¢. A few were taken 
to the Arizona Round Dance Leaders Associa- 
tion meeting in Phoenix where we discovered 
that the folks wanted them. So we made the 
decision to sell the magazine on a subscription 
basis at $1.00 per year. A caller friend and his 
wife took the last copy of Book 1 with them 
on a trip to Michigan and gave it to Jack and 
Na Stapleton. Soon after, Jack mailed $3.00 
to us and he was signed up for three years. 
The Stapletons were the first out-of-state sub- 
scribers and are still members of the ROUND 
DANCER family. 


S.I1.0.; How much material were you able to 
gather together for this first issue? 


Knowlands: Book 1 listed the schedules for our 
four dance groups, a list of abbreviations used 
in the cue sheets, and finished off the first page 
with an account of what the magazine was all 
about and what we hoped it would contain. 
Lil collected a few recipes for “Helpful Hints 
from Helpful Hannah.” Cue sheets for nine 
dances were included: Honky Tonk, Kit Kat, 
Twilight Two-Step, Dreaming, Canadian Barn 
Dance, Shoe Skidoo, Muskrat Ramble, Black 
and White Rag, and Wishful Waltz. 

Like Topsy, the “baby” just growed! Carol 
and Chuck Waggin were able assistants— 
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Carol cut stencils and Chuck designed and 
drew the covers. The little group worked all 
hours, got tired and giggly and wrote our own 
jokes—and printed them in the magazine! We 
all thought they were funny but some of our 
readers must have wondered about us. 


§.1.0.: Where do you get the material to fill 
the pages each month? 


Knowlands: We get letters, letters, letters from 
all members of our family. Also we do have 
some volunteer reporters who send in reports 
on what is happening in their areas. Sherm 
Ellis was our first Roving Reporter, writing 
sense and nonsense on trips to and from Yel- 
lowstone National Park each year. 

Each cover was distinctive and different, 
but slowly the cartoon feeling crept in and 
they got funnier each month. The first an- 
niversary cover was a caricature of the two of 
us and a cake with one candle. With the ex- 
ception of the second anniversary, this theme 
is carried out in the magazine each year. 


S.1.0.: What changes have taken place over 
the years? 


Knowlands: Most of the changes have been in 
the mechanics of printing and mailing. On one 
of our trips to California our good friend Doc 
Alumbaugh advised us to set up a Masthead 
—or a certain way of printing the name of 
the magazine, etc. on the cover, and to stay 
with it. We decided to have a special page of 
cartoons inside the magazine and it turned out 
to be the inside back cover. Chuck Waggin 
did the cartoons from book 32 until 1970 
when he became too busy to continue. We 
contacted Nadine Fortune, a clever gal from 
Baltimore, Maryland, who is now doing the 
cartoons and very ably. 

As the years passed we tried having the 
cover and cartoon done by a Gestetner ma- 
chine, then the Fairchild method. After thir- 
teen months we realized that this was too 
slow, took the salesman’s advice and pur- 
chased a 1250 Multilith Offset Press, which 
we are still using. We have a complete dark- 
room with large sink, rocker (to rock the trays 
of photographic fluid mechanically, leaving 
Bud free to go ahead with other jobs), a cam- 
era that reduces or enlarges 200%, an enlarger 
and a plate burner, and a strip printer for 
headlines for dance titles, ads, etc. 
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§.1.0.; We still haven’t talked about the me- 

chanical processes involved in printing, collat- 

ing, assembling and mailing the magazines.

EXTENDED BASICS MANUAL IN FINAL PREPARATION 


It’s taken considerably longer to reach the final stages of production on our second 
teaching manual. By comparison the first manual issued two years ago which outlined 
the basic course of 50 movements was uncomplicated. AJI 50 movements in the earlier 
publication were grass roots basics and had been established over many years and were, 
almost without argument, the fundamental structure of the activity. However, when 
it came to selecting the next 25 movements the task was not so simple. An earlier list 
published in SQUARE DANCING in 1969 has been altered in several ways. Some of 
the movements in the earlier list were no longer being danced — a problem that forms 
nightmares for those of us who try to guess what the future will hold. 

With a great deal of help by such men as Willard Orlich, Bob Ruff, Ken Collins, 
Bob Page and the late Ed Gilmore, a revised list of 25 movements was decided upon 
and a collection of drills and dance material that will illustrate all 25 movements, each 
one introduced only with the aid of previously presented basics, has finally been ac- 
complished. For those of you who are interested here is a run down of Basics 51 


through 75,

The Caller as a Leader

> DANCE CALLERS ARE MORE THAN DIRECTORS OF DANCING, they are leaders 
of people. They are leaders whether they wish to be or not and the only 
choices available are how and how well they will lead. Callers are regarded by 
dancers as authorities on dancing and most callers are more experienced in the 
total dance program than are most dancers. In addition callers are much more 
visible because they are on-stage and on-mike. All of these factors contribute to 
the dancers’ expectation that callers will also be leaders. This chapter is directed 
toward helping club callers in particular to be effective in their leadership. 


Club callers must be concerned with club administration and will likely find 
themselves involved with club politics, problems and planning, whether they 
want to be involved or not. Personal success as a caller is often closely tied to 
the success of their club(s). If a caller’s goals in the square dance activity are 
long-range, he will evaluate his development as a caller by the enjoyment and 
satisfaction people derive over a period of years from dancing in groups to which 
he has given leadership. 

Leadership is a skill that can be learned and a talent that can be developed. 
A caller can become competent enough in dealing with human relations to con- 
tribute to the success of his groups. The principles of good personnel manage- 
ment and group psychology apply to square dance clubs also. University exten- 
sion courses are available in either one and can greatly improve one’s skill. In 
this chapter, we'll try to summarize some of these principles and point the way 
in which they can help individual callers in square dance activities. 

For group activities in our culture, success is most frequently measured by 
money (profits) and numbers of people attending. For a number of reasons, 
it may be that neither is the very best measure for a square dance club. Particu- 
larly in areas where there is a scarcity of people, two other measures may pro- 
vide a better indication of the success of the club. The first and most important 
of these is the participation rate. The higher the percentage of the total active 
membership that can be depended upon to attend a normal club function, the 
more successful the club. The second measure is the ease with which new mem- 
bers can be added to the group. By these measures, the closed group that always 
has most of its membership present and has a waiting list of people who want to 
join is about as successful as a group can get even though the treasury just cov- 
ers expenses and is always near zero. If the members of your club participate at 
every opportunity and others want to belong, you must be doing something right. 
If, however, your groups fall short of these goals, consider making some changes 
in the way you handle the inevitable problems that arise. 
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Each of the four tasks of club operation result in interaction between dancers 
and callers, and it is at this point that many otherwise fine callers get themselves 
in no end of trouble. In general, if your personality is such that you must have 
your own way and find compromise difficult, you had better run your own pro- 
gram and avoid involving dancers anymore than you must. If, on the other hand, 
you enjoy negotiation and would rather give a little in your point of view than 
generate conflict, you may enjoy the rewards of calling on a dancer-administered 
program. A little self-scrutiny and the advice of your spouse should help you 
decide wherein your natural inclinations lie. 

The best square dance clubs give dancers a sense of community and fellow- 
ship in addition to the pleasure of dancing. Therefore, this discussion of the 
tasks of club operation will include examples which show styles of interaction 
between caller and dancer leadership on each task. The largest single factor de- 
termining the success of this interaction is the caller's attitude toward himself 
and the dancers with whom he works; if he brings to the situation a genuine 
liking for people, a sensitivity to their needs and a sincere desire to help them 
fulfill these needs through participation in the square dance club, he will be an 
effective leader. This leadership probably is best utilized if the caller attends 
the club executive board meeting at least some of the time. He need not be a 
voting member of the board and often can be most helpful if the dancer-leaders 
regard him as a consultant, drawing on his experience as a resource to aid them 
in managing the club. 

The heart of all the techniques of leadership is to realize that you don't have 
to be the center of attention to lead a group. When you're on the stage calling a 
dance, you welcome applause. At a committee meeting, or anywhere that club 
operations are discussed, the ideal is to sit by unnoticed while a capable, smooth- 
working group makes all the best decisions to create and maintain a successful 
club. If you open your mouth in this situation you may be foolish. Many club 
troubles have resulted because callers couldn’t resist the temptation to meddle 
in club management that was working well. The only time a caller has any real 
need to intervene is when he (or she) is sure a mistake either has been or is 
about to be made. It is, of course, better to act before a mistake than after it. 

Programming includes the planning of the entire range of group activities. In 
the simplest form, the caller does this alone. He makes all decisions and plans 
required to provide a varied and interesting program. The responsibility for par- 
ties, trips, guest callers and other such changes from the club’s regular dance pro- 
gram may very appropriately be shared with or given to the dancers. Either the 
caller or some of the dancers may have unusual skills or resources which might 
help to make the program variations more enjoyable for all. The caller is gen- 
erally regarded as a specialist with the full responsibility for what is called. The 
ultimate recourse for dancers who object to the calling is to fire the caller or 
leave the group. But even in situations where the responsibility seems entirely 
one-sided, sympathetic communication and cooperation will produce better re- 
sults. 


What Are They Really Saying? 


We have said that the caller's authority should be absolute in matters of 
square dance programming. Yet one of the most persistent complaints voiced by 
executive committees is that the level of dancing is too low. Clubs have disinte- 
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grated in argument over this one point. Let’s use it to examine a technique for 
working with an executive committee. The first step for the caller is to decide 
how much truth there is in the complaint. The discomfort in admitting that you 
may not have been doing your job should not blind you to the necessity of ex- 
amining yourself. Try to discover why the charge is made and the person or 
group from which it comes. Does your executive committee include many peo- 
ple in the early, most enthusiastic stages of their dancing life? Furthermore, 
does it include those in the group who are the most active dancers? These peo- 
ple sometimes feel a need to prove (to themselves or others) that they are “bet- 
ter’ dancers. The easist way to do this is to get the caller to raise the level until 
only they are able to dance. You can comply with their wishes but you do it at 
the risk that they alone will soon be your entire club. 

If you wish to help them find the best solution for the club, consider the un- 
derlying meaning of their objections. When they say, “Raise the level”, do they 
mean, “Help us to believe that we are the best dancers’? Don't let your own 
defensiveness keep you from helping them. Very likely, they do dance better 
than the average and they are striving to be good club officers. Consider the 
strength of the following argument: 


“You, the executive committee of the XYZ club are, of course, the most 
active, experienced and best dancers in the group and I'm sure that the 
club’s program doesn't offer much challenge for you. I do try to include 
something for you, the more advanced dancers, in each program. But dont 
we also want to consider those who don't dance as much as you do? As 
club officers 'm sure you want to do what's best for the club and to ac- 
complish this we have to be sure we don't push the majority of the group 
too hard. If what I call is challenging to dancers of your skill and experi- 
ence, then you can be sure it will be too tough for the rest of the group.’ 
You are telling them exactly what they hope is true. While in order to save face 
they cannot agree immediately, you have probably met the prime resistance. 

One of the reasons many callers fail to answer complaints about dancing level 
(or calling in general) in a calm, reasonable manner is that they feel personally 
attacked. Most people, when attacked, throw up their defenses and block any 
further hope of sensible communication. As a leader, you can make your caller- 
club relationships much more pleasant if you can learn to control your reaction 
to attack. It may help you to look back over the example. Anger or any other 
strong emotion strikes a responsive chord in the listener that can distort his 
understanding of a statement. It makes a strong impression on all those present 
which, whether good or bad, will be hard to change. 

The next task of club operation is promotion and by this we mean both in- 
ternal and external promotion. What is important is to sell the club members 
on regular participation in the club program. It is also important, although per- 
haps less so, to promote the pleasures of club membership outside the group, 
both with other dancers and with non-dancers. The internal promotion helps to 
maintain our first measure of club membership outside the group, both with 
other dancers and with non-dancers. The internal promotion helps to maintain 
our first measure of club success, participation by active members, and the ex- 
ternal promotion acts upon our second measure of club success, the ease of add- 
ing new, active members.

Present the Problem Well 


Promotion is one of those things that everyone is in favor of but about which 
no one does anything. If you say, “We need more promotion,” everyone agrees. 
Sit back and wait for suggestions and youre liable to turn grey before you get 
one. Getting action instead of agreement depends on how the problem is pre- 
sented. In general it is safe to assume that people will become interested in a 
problem that affects them more quickly than one that affects only you. In many 
cases the only person with a strong interest in promotion is the caller. To him, 
the measure of club success frequently means prestige and personal success, as 
well as income. How you state the problem to the decision-making group (ex- 
ecutive committee or other) may make the difference between positive action or 
outright rejection. 


The best statement of any problem is one that doesn’t accuse anyone of short- 
comings and doesn’t indicate a preferred solution. If, at a board meeting, 
your goal is to get the club to give a door prize in order to improve attendance, 
you have probably defined the problem too narrowly. If you start by giving your 
own suggestions you may then find resistance greater than you expect. This re- 
sistance may come about because the suggestion is your solution to the problem, 
not theirs, and furthermore some may feel you have accused them of not coming 
to your dances. You may not intend to convey that meaning, but especially if 
there is any truth in the complaint, that will probably be how someone will hear 
what you said. A not uncommon reaction would be for these dancers to shift 
the blame onto you, saying, “If you'd call so people could dance, instead of work- 
shopping all the time, maybe we'd have better attendance.” Don’t react to this 
attack defensively or youll be in trouble again. Quite likely, the dancers are 
defending themselves against your initial attack and even if they are not, the 
caller is the one who must have control. 


Consider an alternate approach to the problem of lagging attendance that 
doesn’t criticize the people you are talking to and also indicates a genuine inter- 
est in any solutions they might suggest. The technique will work with any prob- 
lem to which the group is seeking a solution. Problems of promotion are only 
one example. Praise the group as a wonderful club to dance with and ask if 
there isn’t some way to encourage the members to be even more regular than 
they are in attendance. By stating the problem in this way, you have compli- 
mented those you're talking to and you haven't given any indication of your 
own ideas for solving the problem. Everyone will feel more freedom in contrib- 
uting to the discussion of this problem and from the pool of ideas several work- 
able suggestions will emerge. If they are slow in picking up the topic, it may 
be helpful to try to awaken their own personal interest in the problem. Just 
telling them that you are worried about the problem doesn’t necessarily increase 
their concern. Suggest that perhaps everyone would have a better time if there 
were more people at the club’s dances. Remind them of the high participation 
of members at some recent event and the enjoyment shared thereby. Whatever 
you say, put it in terms of them, not yourself. The biggest block to successful 
problem solving is failure to consider the other person’s point of view. To get 
results, always think, talk, and act in terms of the other fellow’s understanding, 
not your Own.

How Much Room 
Does It Take 
To 
SQUARE DANCE? 


WNERS OF DANCE HALLS, auditoriums and 
facilities where square dance events take 
place are often surprised at the amount of 
space required for a square. This month we've 
brought along our tape measure (1) as we take 
some measurements of square dancers standing 
and in action. 
As a starting point, a “comfortable” size for 
a square might be ascertained, while using 
average size dancers, by having each person 
stand next to his partner, adjacent arms linked. 
The man‘s free left arm and the lady’s free 


right arm are then extended out straight from 
the shoulder and the person moves slightly for- 
ward or back until the fingertips of the extend- 
ed arm just barely touch that of the corner. 
Just for the record the size of this example is 
80” (2). 

Under crowded conditions a square may be 
forced to dance considerably smaller than our 
ideal example (3). Just about the minimum 
here for dancing would be 68” across from one 
of the head couples to the opposite. By com- 
parison, in a hall where there is endless room 


dancers may spread out to 10’0” (4). 

Dancers will soon discover that the amount of 
space used on the floor has a great deal to do 
with the number of steps it takes to get from 
one movement to another. For example, in a 
circle of eight dancers that is spread out to 
11’8” it may take sixteen steps or more to circle 
all the way around (5). In a tight, 7'5” circle 
(6), the number of steps to cover the 360° 
may be cut by four or as many as six. 

Two facing route lines (7) have a diagonal 
measurement from one corner to the other of 


11’6”, as shown in the example. 

Situations vary when motion enters the pic- 
ture. When two couples are active in the mid- 
dle of the square (8) the inactives naturally 
step back, measured here at 93”, allowing 
room for those in the center to work without 
bumping into the others. 

Those movements that work around the per- 
imeter of a square, such as the do paso, re- 
quire more room and the outer measurements 
are 11’0” in our example (9). 

Perhaps the widest space requirement would 
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come with the traditional call “spread the star 
out wide” (10). The measurement across from 
one lady to the opposite comes to 15'0”. 

A final example of everyone working across 
the square and with the outsides doing a cour- 
tesy turn as in an eight chain thru (11) calls 
for a space requirement of 10’8”. 

More than one dance style has been altered 
by the amount of room available. The old float- 
out style of an allemande left required con- 
siderable space when compared to the tight 
arm turn left allemande used predominantly to- 


day. However in a crowded hall the old eight 
count allemande left just didn’t fit and in its 
place came the shorter four count version. 
Youll seldom find room today to dance fully 
stretched out (4 and 5). However, if the oc- 
casion arises you'll be quick to note how dif- 
ferent it feels and how much more time it 
takes to move through a grand right and left 
and a promenade. The happy medium of ap- 
proximately 144 square feet for a square in 
action may seem like a lot but it does lend it- 
self to comfortable dancing.

ORN AND RAISED in Asheville, North Caro- 
lina, in the shadows of the Great Smokey 


Mountains, Earl and Lucy Johnson learned the 


Blue Ridge Mountain Style of dancing when 
they were just “younguns”.

HOW TO USE THE RECORD REPORT 


To get the best possible analysis all singing calls are 
checked and rated by two sources. First, a rating is 
made by a square of dancers that actually dances to 
each record. The records are then sent to another re- 
viewer who rates them on recording quality, instrumen- 
tation, clarity of commands, and body mechanics. The 
final “star’’ rating is based on a consensus of the re- 
ports from both. In all cases unless otherwise noted it 
may be assumed that singing calls are recorded in a 
medium range. In the case of hoedown the key will be 
included. 

Each report gives an analysis of the record 
and the dance. The shaded area in the 
chart indicates the voice range used by 
most recording companies. By comparing 
the voice range letters in each analysis 
with those on the chart, you should be 
able to determine the record’s suitability 
to your voice. Occasionally a report will 
be starred (*) in which case you will find 
the calls reproduced in the Workshop sec- 
tion of the same issue. 

Some of the square dance records reported will have 
rating symbols at the end of the “Comment section. 
These represent the opinion of the reviewing committee. 
Symbols used indicate as follows: yvAverage, ¥¢rAbove
